The Board of Missions for Freedmen presents to the General 
Assembly its Fifty-Highth Annual Report. 


We are again thankful to be able to say that we have once’ 
more and for the twenty-third time in annual succession closed 
our fiscal year with enough funds on hand to meet all outstanding 
financial obligations. 


During the past year the annual contributions from the 
churches amounted to $129,882.79 as compared with $132,431.33 
the year before, making a loss of $2,548.54. The contributions - 
from Sunday Schools direct and through the Women’s Department 
amounted to $15,999.23, an increase of $1,045.56. The Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies gave us direct and through the Women’s Depart- 
ment $17,144.61, an increase of $1,421.39. The Women’s Societies 
gave us direct, and through the Women’s Department $167,678.95 
as compared with $164,964.68 the year before, an increase of 
$2,714.27. We can always depend upon the women doing more than 
their share in the work of the Kingdom-and it is a fine commentary 
on the effectiveness of their organization. 


We received interest on invested funds amounting to $67 516. 35 
as compared with $67,178.87 last year, an increase of $342.48. From 
legacies we received $28,406.50, as compared with $22,273.19 an 
increase of $6,133.31. Legacies are most uncertain sources of in- 
come. From miscellaneous givers we received $49,096.18 as com- 
pared with $110,565.26 a decrease of $61,469.08.

During the year we have received into our Churches on con- 
fession of faith 2,281 members and by certificate 324 members. 
Our ministers report the services well attended and the people in- 
| terested in the work of their church. 


“We have operated 137 schools. The number of teachers in 
the day schools have been AT6.. The number of pupils in the 
schools during the year have been 18,487, an increase of 159, not- 
withstanding the fact that on account of the boll-weevil the cotton 
crop in the South was practically destroyed, which made it im- 
possible for many of the parents to furnish the tuition, necessary 
clothing and train fare for their children to attend school. 


An unusually large number of. pupils requested scholarships 
which cost $96.00 per year and the Board granted more than the 
usual number, in most cases making a grant of a half scholarship or 
$48.00 and allowing the pupil to work out the other halt at the 


school. 


During the year the Board has been busy erecting new build- 
The disastrous fire which occurred at Barber Memorial Sem- 
Inary, Anniston, Alabama, destroying the building and all of its 
contents, made it necessary for the Board to proceed at once in 
the restoration of this building. The school had to be dismissed 
when the fire occurred because there was no suitable place in which 
to house the girls or hold the recitations. The services of the same 
_ architect who drew the plans for the original building were secured 
at a very modest price and the building was commenced in a few 
weeks after the fire. It proceeded with great rapidity, labor of all 
kinds being abundant and when time came, this October, for the 
opening of the fall term it was ready for occupancy. While the 
structure has the same general appearance as the former one, the 
| interior arrangement is very much better and the fourth floor 
__ which in the former building was not entirely completed is now 
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divided into rooms, making it possible to take about thirty more 
girls. Dr. Scherer and his good wife removed to Berea Cottage 
located on the seminary grounds and during the process of re- 
building superintended every detail of the work. The building cost 
about $100, 000. 00 including the furnishings. Practically all of the 
rooms were furnished either by Missionary Societies or individuals, 
at a cost of $100.00 each. | 


The new slogan for this school is—‘‘A Better, Bigger, Busier 
Barber’’ and with such competent leaders and such a beautiful 
building and the superb loyalty of the students it would seem as 
if this slogan would become a reality. 


October 27th, 1922, was a great day at J ohnson C. Smith 
University, Charlotte, North Carolina when the Theological Dormi-— 
tory was dedicated.. This building cost $60,000.00 and is a most 
substantial structure, erected in the rfemory of Johnson C. Smith 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, by the wife. The type of architecture 
is Colonial and not only the building but all of the furnishings was 
the gift of this consecrated servant of God. The sermon on the oc- 
easion was preached by Rev. W. L. McEwan, D.D., pastor of the 
donor. Graduates and friends of Johnson C. Smith University 
(formerly Biddle) came in large numbers to rejoice with the faculty 
and students on this memorable occasion. After the dormitory was 
formally dedicated the party proceeded to Science Hall which is 
being erected by the same person at a cost of $75,000.00 and laid 
the cornerstone with due ceremony. This building will be com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy at the opening of the term next 
fall. It will meet a long felt need, for the University has been crip- 
pled in its work for years on account of the lack of a proper science 
building and equipment. The University has been turning out for 
years a large number of ministers and also quite a large number of 
physicians dnd although these students preparing for physicians 
were well taught so far as the theories were concerned, they had 
little opportunity for experiment in the sciences, it was therefore 
difficult for them to get into Medical Colleges.

: | From the 137 schools and au the 460 churches and missions 
there came up to the Board a stream of requests in one way or 
‘ another. These requests cover a multitude of items, viz.—new 
stoves, new roofs, wire for fences, office desks, plumbing, heating, 
mules, Ford. trucks, farm machinery, garden tools, seeds, etc., etc. 
The Board made grants amounting to $37,325.35 for various repairs 
and equipment needed in the schools and for repairs and building 
of new churches. Any of these requests seems too small to men- 
tion, but the keeping up of more than five hundred school build- 


The annual Workers Conference was held iat Harbison Agri- 
sabia College, Irmo, South Carolina, January 23-26, 1923. This 
was the most largely attended Workers Conference yet held. Har- 
bison College is an ideal place for such a gathering as the build- 
ings are located in the country surrounded by about forty-one 
hundred acres of land. Students were entertained by members of 
the congregation in their own homes, thus allowing the delegates 
to the Conference to occupy the dormitory rooms. This made it 
very convenient for the delegates to attend all the conference ses-. 
sions. Meals were meved in the dining room of the administration 


each day. 


‘The papers were well prepared, discussions were 
most interesting and helpful. One of the features of the Conference 
was the.marching into the College. Chapel of about three hundred 
pupils from the Church School which is located about a quarter 
mile from college buildings. A paper was read on— —‘‘The 
Place of the Church School in our Educational System’’ and then 
this school was brought into the Conference as a practical demon- 
. stration of the value of the Church School. This annual Conference

We sincerely hope the Young People of our Church will study 


two facts in this report and ‘‘think on these things,’’ viz—the 
fact that the Young People’s Societies this year gave less than the 
year before; and the other fact that there are 880 fewer Young 
People’s Societies than the year before. The decrease in contri- 
butions may be explained by the smaller number of societies. But 
that there are fewer societies is a subj ect for prayer and consci- 
entious meditation. | 

- Does not the uplift and evangelization of the Negro in our land 


call for a larger devotion and a more loving service? The number 


of the needy has not decreased and, despite our wishes, their needs 
- are no more met by outside agencies than in the past.
